'Phey 
revembered the former glory of Jerusalem, 
the extent of their dominions, and the terror 
their valor exeited in the neighboring king- 
doms—and as the remembrance of the days | 
of prosperity mereases the sorrows of adver- | 
rity, they groaned in their degredation, and 
mourned over the perishing glory of the 
children of Abraham. But sill they hoped 
forthe advent of rhe promised deliverer—— 
aud believed that this hope would speedily | 
he realized. }

Orternau Anecvots. The Rev. Mr. —, 
a Calvinist Missionary in the East Indies, in 
one of his preregrinations, some time since, 
was alarmed by the cries and lamentations of 
despair. Being near a Hindoo temple, he
